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Fl AT arget for tillage, 
Theſumme of all is this, That the 
aboundant and plentifull' fruits of 
the earth ( by the meanes of tillage) 
arean incomparable earthly bleſſing, 
without the which , neither king nor 
ſtate can be mairitained, 
And the abundance of the earth,evc. 
The husbandman by his tillage and 
labour hath abundance : whence we 
learnethe truite and profite of honeſt 
labour and husbandrie, it yeeldeth 
lentic and abundance. He which 
tilleth the land ſhall be ſatisfied with

ſing among the branches. He maketh 
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I'2 AT arget for tillage, 
alſo grafſe to grow for the cattell,and 
hearbes for the vie of man, that ſo he 
being ſtrengrthned by the vertue of 
thoſe herbes and fruite of trees: ( his 
firſt appointed food) might bring 
foorth by his labor and traucll, bread 
and all manner of ſuſtenance out of 
the earth(husbanded and tilled in the 
{wcatc of mans facc) that ſo both mi 
and bcaſt may haue all manner of 
food miniſtred vnto them gut of ghe 
ground, for the maintenance of their 
life. Yea God proutdeth wine (ſaith 
David) to glad mans heart, and oylc 
to make his face toſhine ,, and bread 
ro ſtrengthen his heart.

not be profitable and plentifull, 

Secondly, the bleſſing of God vp- 
pon his owne ordinance, when man 
doth diligently and chearefully ſub- 
mit himfelfe vntothe ſame, in. the 
Chriſtian viethereof;as more largely 
was ſhewed before in the reaſons of 
the ſecond doctrine, 

Which ſerueth to confure the

FI 
roud conceite of many gracelcſſe 
raziers,and the preſumptuousreſo- 
tion of many greedic decayers of 
llage , which ſer theiracres decayed 
tſuch an incomparable valuation, ſo 
xce:dingly multiplying their rents 
ndreuenewes, Their great ſtockes 
nd ſtore of all kind of cattell,ſo cafily 
ceded , and maintained , withour 
reat charge or toile, makes now their 
reſent ſtate ( as they ſuppoſe ) vn- 
matchable : ſo thatnow they ſcorne 
it Jobs wealth (like Atheiſts) being 
are beyond him,in oxen, ſheepe,8& 
lkind of cattell, Yethere (I aſſure 
hem ) is ſome difference, that his 

and cried not out againſt him , nor 10b.31.38.39 
he furrowes thereof made any com- 
plaintin his conſcience : and thathe 
euer cat the fruites thereof without 
lluer, norgrieued the ſoules of the 
maiſters thereof, as theſe men do in 

ucry place. 

Their innumerable tods of wool!!, 
their 
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their heards and droues of fatling 
ſufficient for the {cruice of Cour 
and countrey , they eſteeme to be a 
incomparable credit,and gaine, Ny 
ſome of ti& are noc aſhamed to fi, 
that by this ſhorr courſe, they auoi 
the curſe of digging & dcluing in th 
carth , of plowing and ſwearing fo 
cheir lining , ſo tuſtly enioyned hen 
of God ta (infull man. Thus thy 
dare open their mouth not onelyz. 
eamſt men, but euen againſt ther 
Maker and heauen it ſclfe. Theleme 
wil live by their own wits and waies 
deſpiſing Gods will and word,whici 
they caſt behind them. Yet here { 
me reaſon alittle with this greedi 
oripe, anddecayer of tillage forhi 
ownepriuate gaine, What field ts 
fruirfull as that which is tilled? the 
bundace of this earth 1s ouer al{fatth 
he that is wiſer then the wiſeſt of thi 
all ) whoſe experience fo dearely 
bought, far ſurpaſſerh their —_— 
who 
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who tried all their yamties, and many 
more, andtherefore we may truſt his 
reſolution, and afluredly prefer it 
bcfore all others. 

Theſc kind of inen (perhaps) rea- 
ſon well tor their owne perſons and 
places:but where 1s their care for the 
Prince, and Gods pecple ; tor the 
Church and commonyealth* Their 
fields (I confeſle ) find many beaſts, 
but che field that is fowne , feedeth 
both menand beaſts. And herenore 
thy charitic toward thine owne fleſh: 
Thou careſt for cattell, and art care- 1.Cor.g.s. 
lefſeot Chriſtians, Thou art kinde to 
thy ſelfe, and regardcit not the ſtate 
of the king and his fubiccts,that con- 
iſt by the field that is tilled, But ler 
the very beaſts. conuince thee , the 
Bees, 'andall creatures 1n thcar kinde 
waoare not made for themſeluecs,bur 
tor the common good. Theſhcepe 
yccld both f; and fic -(h,the birdsand 
beaſts their yong ones and them- 

ſelucs, 
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| ſelues;the Bees theirhoney , the Oxe 


treadeth out the cornc, and the horſe 
bearcth many heauy burthens,andal 
the creatures helpe for the common 
ſeruice, andreliete of mankind : yet 
thou alone amongſt the reſt (& work 
inthis reſpec then all the reſt )ſeekeſt 
onely thine cyyne gaines , and liucſ 
to thy felfe, with the hurt of allo- 
thers. 

But admit thou-hadſt thine owne 
will, in turning commons into pa 
ſtures, and tilled fields into cloling 
for thy cattell;where in the end wold 
bethy bread , without plowing and 
ſeedes time? Therefore when God 
would take away the curſe of the 
world , he bringeth in this bleſſing, 
that ſcedes time and harucſt,cold and 
heate, ſommer and winter, day and 
night ſhould not ceaſſe , whileſt the 
earth remained . Bur theſe men by 
their crueltie would bringall to con- 


fuſion , that the world —
